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TICCM documents have since 1945 proved to be of Invaluable help to 
a number of cryptanalytic sections working on. countries in the Western Area, and 
a re-Survey Of the documents available la o®T«mtly bringing to light additional 
material which will considerably expand its usefulness* 

These documents have in general provided two hinds of assistance 1 

I. Direct * Specific eodebooks end keys still in active use. 

II . Indirect 1 A background of inf armation on construction of 
COdebooks, general cryptographic practice, code Instructions, security conscious- 
ne*S, crypt vocabulary, and the like. Such a historical perspective is of Incalculable

system has resulted in the saving of Inestimable sum of a wney In bookbreaking 
personnel, and of months and even years of valuable time in reading the traffic 
and getting the Intelligence to the interacted consumers. Such identification, 
it should he pointed out, does not take place once and far all, making it possible 
to discard the residue . The last example given is evidence of the continuing 
usefulness of keeping TICCM documents readily available as new discoveries and 
problems disclose a seed for mterial previously thought valueless . 

II* Vo less important - In fact the chief enduring importance of 
TICCtf - is its value in giving a historical perspective an cryptographic 
practices of a given country, thus casting the light of the past on present 
problems . This light cams from various sources: efosolete codehooks or 
enciphering keys, code and encipherment instructions (many of which accompany 
the codahooks and keys), general cryptographic manuals, German reports of their 

eryptanalytlc progress on systems of various countries, and even eomtlmes old
